London, June 6—AP—The German news agency DNB 
said in a broadcast shortly before 10 a. m. (4 a. m. E.W.T.) 
that Anglo-American troops had been reinforced at dawn 
at the mouth of the Seine River in the Le Havre area. 


Yew York, June 6—AP—King Haakon of Norway in 
an invasion broadcast today to his homeland warned his 
people against premature uprisings, said a broadcast from 
supreme headquarters, Allied expeditionary force, heard 


by NBC. The king broadcast special orders to both or-| 


ganized and unorganized resistance groups in Norway. 


New York, June 6—AP—The London radio, in a Dutch 
larzuage broadcast recorded by NBC, warned European 
underground workers today to report to their leaders with 
all speed and to “be prepared for anything.

‘ professors of biologi: chemistry, 
but also mother and grandma and 
the cook. 

” 3¢ something new to eat that 
tastes and looks like hay or the 
brim of an old felt hat comes along 
then Professor Svoboda, the vita- 
min expert, and~Misg Dish, the 
dietician for the Board of Educa- 
tion, and the lady who is fourth 
cousin to the famous author of = 
cook book all say it is swell. Oh 
my, it is very healthy, according 
to them and loaded with vitamins 
and minerals and the nutritional 
factor and biotin and don’t 
see how the human race survived 
at ell before they began to eat 
spinach and carrots and rutabaga 
and kale and broccoli and barscz 
‘and casava roots. But let some- 
thing really good and yum-yum 
come slong and their immediate 
reaction is—“You wil] undermine 
your whole nutritional mechanism 
it you keep on eating that stuff.”

Dr. B. Rice, Health 
Commissioner of Indians, for in-~ 
stance, says—“Try aa hard as I 
will Lean not think of anything 
that has a more complete set of 
vitamins than strawberries and 
fee cream." So in these early 
summer days you can sit down to 
that kingly dish with a clear con- 
tclence, 

‘Well, the American people by 
disregarding the dietetic advice of 
the early days have performed a 
mass experiment which proves in 
itself that ice cream can’t be any- 
thing but healthy. The average 
‘Amarican has for many years con- 
sumed nine pounds of ice cream & 
year. My statistical department 
‘reports that three billion, five hun- 
dred and ninety-eight million and 
‘= few odd thousand people from 
the time of Dolly Madison down to 
the present have eaten ice cream 
all their lives and remained 
healthy—so it ean’t be 80 bad. 

Healthfal Food 

_ If milk is good for you then ice 
ream is good for you. In the 
realm of the vitamins milk is the 
largest contributor of riboflavin 
in the dietary of medium cost 
diets. The thiamine (Vitamin B) 
content of ica cream is four hun- 
dred milligrams per 100 grams, of 
Vitamin C, 1 gram, and of Vitamin 
A, 450 international unite. 

For ealories and nutritional 
value an ice cream cone is as good 
for your body as a shovelful of 
coal for a furnace. So it is a good 
mid-afternoon “Tift” for the 
worker whether In factory or of- 
fice. 

Aa for flavoring and palate- 
bility it would take the composite 
ghosts of Keats and Wordsworth 
and Tennyson to do the subject 
justice. I suggest to Congress that 
since we have « Washington, Lin- 
coln and Jefferson meqorial in the 
nation’s capital, the next man #0 
honored ba the genius who first 
thought of combining chocolate 
with ice cream. A sheer and 
monumental leap of the imagina- 
tion! 

‘The fillers of the feo eream cone 
have themselves no mean nutri- 
tional value. They are a triumph 
of the baker's art. They remain 
erisp under melting ice cream sa 
e better than a paper carton and 

oon. They are made of milk, 
suger, honey, tapioca, flour and 
baking sods.
